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Continuation of 3. NOTE: ttie proposed amendment raises several new issues requiring further consideration and/or searcli. First, in claim 
45, further defining the storage station raises new issues. Also, in claim 45 as well as other claims, the new reference to "and preparing 
incomplete tire structures for vulcanization", this being defined as apparently a separate and distinct function of the completion station 
beyond the forming of the tire constituent elements, raises new issues including issues of indefiniteness or even lack of description/new 
matter, it not being entirely clear what is contemplated by this "preparing" step that goes beyond simply forming the various tire layers. 
Newly defining in claim 45 that the completion station "comprises at least two handling units..." raises new issues. Newly defining the 
partially superimposed turns and further details of the handling/storage station in claim 68 also raise new issues. The amendments to claim 
85 raise substantial new issues including both prior art issues (due to new references to the two supplying members being symmetrical and 
the handling units accessing a storage station) and new issues under 112 as there is no antecedent for "the at least two supplying 
members"
